They do well in colder climates where the growing season is relatively 
short. 


Because the plants are bushy and their blooms are relatively continuous, Floribunda Roses are 
especially effective in mass plantings. They will produce an abundance of fresh colorful blooms 
from early spring to late frost.

TREE ROSES 


P-D Tree Roses are grown by a method that takes three years before the plants are ready for ship- 
ment. Unlike other varieties, Tree Roses branch out from a single cane or trunk. They grow to a 
height of 5 feet or more, depending on their type, climatic conditions and care. The bushy top of 
the plant has a multitude of colorful blooms similar in shape and size to that of Hybrid Tea Roses. 

Tree Roses are generally arranged in the landscape design as individual plantings. They are 
particularly effective in formal plantings and afford a brilliant cluster of color to contrast with 
formal tree and shrub plantings.

Through controlled hybridization the size, vigor, hardiness 
and resistance to disease have been improved as new colors and more perfect form are developed. 

Hybrid Tea Roses may be planted in formal beds or in informal groupings. Their use depends 
largely on the effect desired by the individual gardener. Because of their long stems, the blooms 
make excellent cut flowers. The brilliant colors and purity of form are a great source of enjoyment.
